TOWNSHIPS OF LAND, 


OWNSHIPS are the largest sub- 
€ © divisions of land run out by the 

United States Surveyors. In the 

Governmental Surveys Township 
Lines are the first to be run, and a Township 
Corner is established every six miles and 
marked. This is called ‘¢Townshipping.” 
After the Township Corners have been eare- 
fully located, the Section and Quarter Section 
Corners are established. Each ‘Township is 
six miles square and contains 23,040 acres, 
or 36 square miles, as near as it is possible 
to make them. This. however, is fre- 
quently made impossible bv, (1st) the pres- 
enceof lakes and large streams; (2nd) by 
State boundaries not falling exactly on 
Township Lines; (3rd) by the convergence 
of Meridians or curvature of the eurth’s 
anrface ; and (4th) by inaccurate surveys. 

Each Township, unless it is one of the 
exceptional cases referred to, is divided 
into 36 squares, which are called Sections. 
These Sections are intended to be one 
mile, or 320 rods, square and contain 640 
acres of land. Sections are numbered 
consecutively from 1 to 36, as shown on 
Diagram +. Beginning with Section 1 in 
the Northeast Corner, they run West to 
6, then East to 12, then West to 18, and 
so on, back and forth, until they end with 
Section 36 in the Southeast Corner. 
Diagram 4 shows a plat of a Township 

as it is divided and platted by the govern- 
ment surveyors. ‘These Townships are 
called Government Townships or Congres- 
sional Townships, to distinguish them from 
Civil Townships or organized Townships, | 
as frequently the lines of organized Town- 
ships do not conform to the Government 
Township lines.

Diagram 4 illustrates how the surplus or 
deficiency is distributed and the Sections iz 
siects, It will be seen that Sections 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6, 7%, 18, 19, 30 and 31, are the 
«« Fractional Sections,” or the Sections 
which are affected if the Township overruns 
or falls short. Inside of these Fractional 
Sections, all of the surplus or deficiency of 
land (over or under 640 acres) is carried to 
the “forties” or ‘‘ eighties” that touch the 
Township Line. These pieces of land are 
called ‘Iractional Forties” or ‘‘ Fractional 
Eighties,” as the case may be. Diagrams 4 
and 6 show the manner of marking the 
acreage and outlining the boundaries of 
these ‘‘ Fractions.” 

Diagram 6 illustrates how the surplus or 
deficiency of land inside of these Sections is 
distributed and which “forties” or ‘‘eighties” 
it affects. From this arrangement it will he 


seen that in any Section that touches the North or West Township Lines, the Southeast Quarter may 
be full—160 acres—while another quarter of the same Section may be much larger or smal:-r,

TREASURY DEPs \EMENT. 


NATIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


HE GOVERNMENT of the United States is o ve of limited and 
speaitic powers, strictly outlined and detined by a written con- 
stitution. Te constitution was adoptea in 1757, and, with the 
amendments that have since been made, it tocms the basis of 
the entire fabric of government under which we live. The 

constitution created tree distinct branches of yovernment, each of 
which is entirely separate and distinct trom the ot'tcrs. ‘They are the 
executive, legislative aud judicial departrrents. The constitution spe- 
cifically vests the executive power in the President, but all members 
of the cabinet are usually classed wit 1 the executive department; the 
legislative power is beld by Congress, and the judicial authority is 
vested in the Supreme Court and yarious other courts which Congress 
has provided for in pursuance of the provisions of the constitution. 

it has been the aim of these pages to explain each of these different 
branches of government, and to brietiy review the duties and powers 
of the principal omicis!s connected with each department. 

The President and Vice-President are elected by popular vote, but 
the vote of each Siate is separate, so that a candidate may have a large 
majority of the ageregste popular vote of the country and yet fail to be 
elected. The Presidential election is held on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, when Presidential electors are chosen in and 
for the various States, each State having as many electors as it has rep- 
resentatives in both branches of Cougress. The electors are chosen by 
the ballots of the people of their States, and all the electors of a State 
constitute an electoral college. The electors meet in each State at the 
capital on the first Wedaesday in December following a National elec- 
tion and vote for President and Vice-President, certincates of which are 
forwarded to the President of the Senate, at Washiugton, who, on the 
second Wednesday in February opens the certificates and counts the 
votes in the presence of both Houses of Congress and declares the result; 
and the final step is the inauguration, which takes place on the qth of 
March. The law provides that if neither of the candidates have a major- 
ity then the House of Representatives shall elect a President from the 
three candidates receiving the highest electoral vote. In elections of 
this kind éach State is entitled to only one vote, and two-thirds of the 
State~ form a quorum. 


PRESIDENT OF ‘THE UNITED STATES. 


The President is the highest executive officer of the United States. 
He is elected for the term of four years, and receives a salary of $50,000. 
annum. He must be thirty-five years old or more, and a native-born 
citizen of the United States. The President is charged with a general 


This department was organized in 1st The head of this depart- 
ment, known as the Seeretary of the lreasury, is appointed by the Pra 
ident, is a member of the Calimet, and receives a salary of $5,000 per 
annum, ‘The Treasury Department ts_ one of the most important 
branches of the national goverment, as it has charve of the financial 
affairs of the government, custody of public funds, collection of revenue 
and maintenauce of public credit. Amony the many important duties 
devolving upurt this department are the following: Itattends tothe col- 
lection of all internal revenues and duties on imports, and the preven- 
tion of frauds in these departments, All claims and demands, either by 
the United States or aguunst them, and all the accounts in which the 
United States are interested, either as debtors or creditors, must be set- 
tled and adjusted in the Treasury Department. This department also 
includes the Bureau of the Mint, in which the government coin and 
moneys are manufactured. The Treasury Department authorizes the 
organization of national banks and has supervision over them; has 
charge of the coast surveys, the lighthouses, marine hospitals, etc. It 
has charge of all moneys belonging to the United States; designates 
depositories of public moneys, keeps a complete and accurate system 
of accounting, showing the receipts and disbursements of the Treasury, 
and makes reports at stated intervals showing the condition of public 
finances, public expenditures and the public debt. 

There are a great many very important officials connected with the 
Treasury Department, chief among which are the following, viz.: Pri- 
vate secretary of the head of the department, at $2,400 per year; three 
assistant secretaries, at $4,000 each; chief clerk, $3,000; chief of appoint- 
ment division, $2,750; chief of warrants division, $2,750; chief of public 
moneys division, $2,500; chief of customs division, $2,700; acting chief 
of revenue marine division, 82,500; chief of stationery division, 52,500; 
chief of loans andcurrency div sion, $2,500; chief of miscellaneous divi- 
sion, $2,500; supervising special agent, $8 per day; government actuary, 
$1,800; supervising architect, 84,5U0; steamboat inspector, $3,500; chief 
Bureau of Statistics, $3,000; life saving service superintendent, 34,000; 
assistant, $2,500; commissioner Bureau of Navigation, 83,600; superin- 
tendent United States coast and geodetic survey, $6,000; supervising 
surgeon-general marine hospital service, $4,000; Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, chief, $4,500; assistant chief, $2,250; superintendent engrav- 
ing division, 83,600. 

The foregoing will serve to show many of the lines of work attended 
to in the Treasury Department, as the names of these offices explain the 
branch of work they are charged with attending to, There are a num- 
ber of other important offices in the department that should be men- 
tioned, among them being the following:

conducted as the President directs. The President is Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy. He has power to grant pardons and re- | 
jeves for all off=nses against the United States, except in cases of im- 
achment; has power, with the 1dvice and consent of the Senate, to 
make treaties. He nominates, anc with the advise and consent of the 
Senate, appoints Ambassadors and other public Ministers and Consuls, 
all Judges of the United States courts, and all other executive officers of 
the United States, except in such :ases where the appointments may be 
vested in the various~“departments.’”” When the Senate is not in session 
he can appoint, subject to its action when it reassembles. He has 
power, in certain extraordinary occasions, to call together both Houses 
of Congress, or either of them, ja extra session; and is required from 
time to time to.communicate witu Congress, as to the state of the Union, 
and offer such Suggestions or recommendations as he may deem proper. 
He is empowered to approve or veto all measures adopted by Congress, 
but itis provided that any measure may be passed over his veto by a 
eee abivds yote of Congress. 
The President consults frequently with his Cabinet, and nearly all 
im nt oficial matters are discussed by that body. In case the oitice 
of President becomes vacant through the death, removal or resignation 
e the incumbent, the law provides that the office shall in turn be filled

The Treasurer of the United States receives $6,000 per year, assist- 
ant treasurer $3,600, aud superintendent of national banks (Red. Div.) 
| $3,500. The Treasurer receives and keeps the government funds, 
either at’ headquarters or in the Sub-Treasuries or government depos- 
itories, paying 1tout upon warrants drawn in accordance with the law, 
and pays ail interest on the national debt. 

The Register of the Treasury is paid a salary of $4,000 per 
year, and his assistant #2250. The Register keeps the accounts of 
public expenditures and receipts; receives the returns and makes out 
the official statements of United States commerce and navigation; 
receives from first comptroller and Commissioner of Customs all 
accounts and vouchers acted on by them and files the same. 

The Comptroller of the C rrency receives #,000 per year and his 
deputy $2,500, This bureau js charged with a general supervision ot 
the national banks and maiters conuected with the issuing of paper 
money. 

The Director of the Mint receives $4,500 per annum, and is 
charged with a general supervision over all the coinage of the govern- 
ment. 

Comptrollers. The first and second comptrollers are paid a 
salary of $ ,0U0 per year, and each of their deputies receive 82,700, The 
first comptroller revises and certifies the accounts of the civil and 
diplomatic service and public lands. The second comptroller revises 
and certifies the accounts of the army and navy and of the Pension 
and Indian Bureaus. 

Auditors. ‘There are six auditors connected with the Treasury 
Department, each of whom receives a Salary of $3,600 per ycar, and is 
allowed a deputy at a salary of 82.250 per annum. Noone auditor takes 
rank over another. The first auditor receives and adjusts the accounts 
of the revenue and disbursements, appropriations and expenditures on 
account of the civil list and under special acts of Congress, reporting 
the balances to the commissioners of the customs and first comptroller 
respectively for .heir decision. ‘fhe second auditor devotes most of his 
attention to army affairs; looks after all the accounts relating to the pay, 
clothing aud recruiting of the army; the arscnals, armorices and ord- 
nance; all accounts relating, to the lidian Departinent; reporting: to the 
second comptroller. The third auditor has ali accounts for sustenance 
of the army, military academy, inilitary roads, fortifications, quarter- 
inaster’s department, certaitt pensions, claims arising for military serv- 
ice previous to 1517, for all property Jost in the military service; he 
reports also to the second comptroller. “The fourth auditor alse reports 
to the second comptroller, and attends to all accounts of the service 
connected with the navy. The. fifth auditor reports tothe first comp- 
troller, and adjusts all accounts connected with the diplomatic service of 
the Department of State. “The sixth auditor adjusts all accounts grow- 
ing from the service of the Vost Office Departinent.

VICz PRESIDENT. 


The Vice-President of th- United States is elected for the term of 
four years, and receives a salary of $10,000. In case of the death, re- 
moval or resignation of the President, the, Vice-President ‘succeeds him. 
The chief duty of the Vice-President js to act as the presiding officer of 
the Senate. He has no vote in the Senate, oe in cases of a tie, or 
an equal division of the members of that body. The Vice-President ad- 
ministers the oath of office to the Senators. 


STATE DEPARTMEN?. 


The head of this department is the Secretary of State, who is ap- 
pointed by the President as a member of the Cabinet, and receives a 
salary of $4,000 per year. The law provides that in case the office of 
President becomes vacant, through the death, removal or resignation of 
both the President and Vice-President, the Secretary of State assumes 
the duties of the Presidency. The Secretary of State may be said to be 
the official Sceretary of the President, and countersigns all commissions 
issued by the President. 
The Secretary of State is the head of the Department of State and is 
the chief diplomatic officer of the United States. In his department and 
under his supervision 35 conducted the public business relating to forengn 
affairs: to correspondence, commissions oF instructions to or willt public 
Ministers from the United States; or to neyotiations with Ministers from 
foreiyn States; of to memorials or other applications from foreigners, OF

POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


This is one of the most important branches of the National Govern- 
ment. Its head is the Postmaster-General, who is appointed by the 
President, and receives a salary of $8,000 per annum. The Post Orfice 
Department has supervision over the execution of all laws passed by 
Congress affecting the postal service, and has general supervision over 
everything relating to the gathering, carrying and distribution of United 
States mails; superintends the distribution and disposal of all moneys 
belonging to, or appropriated for, the department ; and the instruction 
of and superv.sion over all persons in the postal service, with reference 
to their Cuties. 

In v oviding for handling the general work of the Post Office Depart- 
menti as been found necessary to create four; ureaus, or offices, as 
they are termed, each of which is presided over by an assistant post- 
master -veneral, who each receive $4,000 per annum; are all subject to 
the diz «ction and supervision of the head of the department. A review 
of the:¢ various bureaus and their principal officials, with the name of 
the office, will show very clearly the work handled by each. 

The first assistant postmaster-general is allowed a chief clerk at 
$2,000 per year; superintendent of post office supplies, $2,000; superin- 
tendent free delivery division, $3,000; chief division of salaries and 
allowances, $2,200; superintendent money order system, $3,509; super- 
intendent Dead Letter Office, $2,500; chief division of correspondence, 
$1,800. 

The second assistant postmaster-general has charge of a number of 
divisions, indicated by the following officials who are under his control:

The general duty and design of the Department of Agriculture is to 
acquire and diffuse among the people of the United States useful intor- 
mation on subjects connected with agriculwre in the most general and 
comprehensive eot that word, and to procure, propagate and dis- 
tribute among the people new and valuable seeds and plants, :

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 


The head of the a onkllpse? of Justice is the Attorney-General, 
who is pep by the President, and receives a salary of $8,000 per 
annum. The principal assistant of the Attorney-Genera) 1s the Solicitor- 
General, who receives 27,000 per year. ‘here are a number of assi 
ant attorney-generals who receive 25,000 per annum, and a special 
assistant attorney-general is appointed for nearly all of the various 
departments, including the Treasury, State, Post Ottice and Interior De- 
partments. Besides these there area number of special officials con- 
nected with the Department of Justice, such as examiner of titles, who 
receives 32,750 per annum; superintendent of buildings, $2,500; ap- 
pany, se Gisbursing clerk, 52,000, and attorney in charge of 
pardons, 22,40. 

The Attorney-General is the legal adviser of the President, and it is 
the duty of the Department of justice to give all opinions and render 
all services regairiug the skill of persons learned in the law necessary 
te enable the ‘President and other officers of the various Government 
departments to discharge their respective duties. This department is 
also required to prosecute or defend all suits or proceedings in which the 
United States is interested. The Attorney-General has general super- 
-vision over all the solicitors for the various departments; and also exer- 
cises general superintendence and direction over all United States 
marshals and United States district attorneys of all the districts of the 
United States and Territories. 


INDEPENDENT DEPARTMENTS. 


There are several independent departments, which, although none 
of them are as important as the foregoing, and their heads are not 
Cabinet members, yet they form a very necessary part and attend to 
very important branches of the National Government. 

Government Printing Office. The head of this branch of public 
work is the Public Printer, who is appointed by the President, and 
receives a salary of $4,500 per year. His chief clerk is paid $2,400 per 
year, and there is a foreman of printing and a foreman of binding, 
each of whom receive $2,100 per annum. 

Civil Service Commission. This commission consists of three com- 
missioners, each of whorn are paid 83,500 per year. The chief examiner 
connected with the commission is paid $3,000 per annum, and the 
secretary $2,0»). : : ia 

Interstate Commerce Commission. This commission was created 
for the purpose, and charged with the duty, of seeing that the laws regu- 
lating interstate commerce were faithfully executed and observed, and 
to prevent unjust discrimination on the part -< railway corporations and 
common carriers. The commission consists of five commissioners 
appointed from diferent sections of the United States, each of whom 
receives a salary of 4) per year. The secretary of the commission 
receives a salary of 23,509 per annum. 

Department of Labor. Thc general design of this department is to 
collect, assort and svstematize statistical details relating to the different 
branches of labor in the United States. The head of this department ts 
known as the Commissioner of the Department of Labor, and he is paid 
a salary of $5,000 per annum. His chief clerk receives $2,500 per year, 
and disbursing clerk $1.80. 

JUDICIARY, 


The judicial powers of the United States are vested m the following- 
named courts, viz.: The United States Supreme Court, consisting of 
one chief justice and eight associate justices; the United States Court 
of Claims, which consists of one chief justice and four judges; the 
United States Cirevit Court of Appeals; and the United States Ciremt 
and District Courts. All judges of United States Courts are appointed 
for life, or during “good behavior.” The chief justice of the United 
States Supreme Court receives a salary of $10,500 per annum, and the 
associate justices $10,000 cach, The circuit judges reccive a salary of 
$6,000 each per anwum, district judges $5,000, and judges of the Court 
of Claims $4,590 cach per year. : 

~ (The jurisdiction of the United States Courts extends to all cases in 
law and in equity arising under the Constitution, the laws of the United 
States, and treaties; to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdic- 
tion; to controversies to which the United States shall be a party; to 
controversics between two or more States; between a State and a citizen 
of another State; between citiaens of different States; between citizens of 
the same State claiuaing Jands under grants of different States.

LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The legislative powers of the United States are vested in a Con- 
teks, whtER consists of a Senate and House of Representatives, avd 
which meets annually a* Washington on the first Monday of December, 
‘The constitution gives to Congress the following gener powers: “Lo 
Jay and collect taxes, duties, iiposts and oxcisess pay the debits of the 
United States; borruw money on the credit of the United States; to reg- 
ulate commerce; to pari 4 uniforia jaws on maturaliation and bank+ 
ruptcy; tocoin money amd regulate the value thercof; fix the stand.

The Censtitution expressly forbids Congress mtkioye 
any law respecting the establishment of | -ligion, or prohibiting the 
tree exercise thereot, o¢ abridging the freedom of speech, or or the 
press, or the right of the pests peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government tor a redress of ericvances. Congress cannot suspend 
the privilege of the writ of Aaéeus cerfxs except in cases of rebellion or 
invasion when the public safety may require it. No bill of attainder or 
ex post 2a law can be passed. No tax or duty can be laid on articles 
exported from any State. No preference can be given by any regula- 
tion of commerce wr revenue to the ports of one State over those of 
another. No title of nobility can be granted. Every law passed by 
Congress must be submitied to the President for his approval. If he 
returns it with his objections, or vetoes it, the measure may be passed 
over his:veto by a two-thirds vote of both branches of Congress. 

The Senate, or the “ Upper House of Congress,” is composed of two 
Senators from each State in the Union. They are elected by the Legisla- 
tures of their respective States, for the term of six years, and receive a 
salary of 25,000 per annum. No person can be elected to the United 
Staies Senate who has not attained the age of thirty years, been nine 
years a citizen of the United States, and is when elected an inhabitant 
of the State from which he is chosen. The Senate has sole power tot 
all impeachments. its consent and confirmation is necessary for all 
impertant oflicers appointed by the President. Its consent is also nec- 
essary to conclude any treaty. 

he House of Representatives is the “ Lower House of Congress.” 
Each State in the Union is divided into congressionai districts, of as 
nearly equal population as is practicable. In each district a represent- 
ative is elected by the people fora term of two years, and each is paid 
a salary of $9,000 per year. Besides these, a delegate from each organ- 
ized Territory is admitted tothe House of Representatives, who is not 
entitled to vote, but has the right to debate on all subjects in which the 
Territory which he represents has an interest. No person can be a rep- 
resentative who has not attained the age of twenty-five years, been for 
seven years a citizen of the United States, and is at the time of his 
election an inhabitant of the State from which he is chosen. All bills 
for raising revenue must originate in the House of Representatives, 


STATE GOVERNMENT. 


HE method of State government throughout the United States 
follows very closely the general plan of government that pre- 
vails in national affairs. The various functions of government 
in State affairs are handled in departments, with a State officer 
at the head of each branch, and the lines are clearly drawn 
between the executive, legislative and judicial powers. Ail the States 
are governed under a constitution, which outlines and defines the 
powers which each of these departments shall exercise and possess. 
All of the most importany State officials are elected by the people, but 
in many of the States the less important offices are filled by appoint- 
ment of tne Governor, by and with the consent of the State Senate. 


s GOVERNOR. 


The Governor is the hizhest executive officer in all the States of the 
Union, and is elected by a direct vote of the people. The term of office 
varies materially in the different States, ranging from two to six years. 
As to the matterof salary that the Governor receives, it also differs 
widely throughout the different States and is subject to frequent change, 
At the present writing two States—New York and Pennsylvania—pay 
their Governors $10,000 per year; Illinois and California both pay $6,000 

er annum; Minnesota, Indiana, Kentucky, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Nevada, New Jersey, Virginia and Wisconsin all pay $5,000 per year, 
Maryiand pays $4,500; Michigan, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ohio, Tennes- 
see and Texas pay £4,000, Florida and Arkansas pay 33,500; Alabama, 
Colorado, jowa, Kansas and North Carolina a!l pay 34,000; West Vir- 
ginia, $2,700; Montana and Washington, 52,600; the Dakotas and 
Nebraska, $2,500; Connecticut, Delaware anc Maine, $2,000; Oregon, 
31,500, and New Hampshire, Rhode Island and Vermont 31,000. About 
the only statement concerning the qualifications required for this office 
that would be common to all the States is that he must bea citizen of 
the State in which he is elected. In most of the States, in addition to 
the salary named, the Governor is furnished with a residence, which is 
known as the “ Executive Mansion.” 

The powers and duties that devolve upon the Governor are about 
the same in all of the States. He is charged with a general supervision 
over the faithful execution of the laws, and is the legal custodian of all 
the property of the State not specifically entrusted to other officers by 
law, and is authorized to take summary possession of such property. He 
is expected to communicate by message to each session of the State 
legislature such information or recommendations regarding State affairs 
as he may deem necessary and proper, and he is empowered to cal! extra 
sessions of that body whenever the public welfare may demand. He 
accounts to the same body for all moneys received and paid out, and 
presents estimates of araounts to be raised by taxation for various pur- 
poses. He hag a neyative (or veto) upon all Jaws passed by the Leyisla- 
ture, but itis provided that measures may be passed over his veto by a 
two-thirds vote of that body, ‘The Gpvernor is commander-in-chief of 
the State military or naval forces,and has authority to call out such 
forces to preserve peace and execute the laws when the local authorities 
are unable to accomplish this, | He may require the opinion of the vari- 
ous State officers upon any subject relating to their respective offices, and 
examines and approves the borids of State officials. In many States the 
Governor has power to gant reprieves and pardons, after conviction, 
for all offenses ayrainst the State except in, cases of linpeachmenc: Sut 
in a few of the States the pardoning power i# vested inst board sciccret 
for that purpose, of which the Governor ts generally ex-officio a member 
‘The Governor has the appowtiment of a number of State officers, and in 
many cases if an clective office becomes vacant he has power to fill it 
by appointment; has power in many States to suspend a State officer, or 
even a county officer, pending alegalinvestiycation, The Governorissucs 
requisitions upon the executives of other states for parties charged with 
erie who escape to other States, and he has power toissue warrants for 
fleeing criminals upon requisition of other Governors, 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOB. 


The office of Licutenant-Governor docs not exist in all of the States 
in the Union, at least not under this naine, as ina few of the States this 
officer is only known as the President of the State Senate, In some of 
the States the Licutenant-Governor is paid a certain amount pee day 
during sessions of the Legislature or General Assembly, and in others 
he is allowed a fixed salary, but it ia provided that if the duties of Gov-

_, The office of Secretary of State is one of the most importan: offices 
within the gift of the people of a State, aud the office exists under this 
Maine in every State in the Union, The Secretary of State may be said 
to be the vflicial secretary ot the Governer, and countersivns all com- 
iss ons issued by the chief exceutive, and he is the custodian of the 
Great Seal of the State. As a rule it as the duty of the Secretary of 
State to call the House of Representatives to order and preside until a 
temporary presiding Oificer, or Speaker, is elected, It is his duty to see 
thathalls are prepared for the Levislature or General Asscibiv; he 
prepares the legislative manual and causes it to be printed and dis- 
tributed; secures the printing and distribution of the State laws; indexes 
and tiles executive documents; provides and distributes election blanks; 
has charge of all books, bills, papers, etc., cf the Legislature, and ts 
practically “keeper of all public acts, laws, records, bonds, etc.” ‘The 
Secretary of State is required to keep a register of all the official acts of 
the Governor, and ailixes the Seal of the State toall official commissions, 
etc., keeps a record of them, and is obliged to give any person a copy of 
the same when demanded. _ In all of the States the Secretary of State is 

i 9 member ct a number of the official State boards, bu: no list of 
these could be given that would apply to all States, as they are ditferent 
in the various States, 


STATE AUDITOR. 


The office of Auditor of State exists under one name or another in 
searly every State inthe Union. ‘The title of this office, however, is not 
alike in all the States, as in many of them, notably California, Connect- 
cut, Florida, Georgia, Maryland, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, and a few others, it is known as State 
Comptroller. In a few of the States, including Michigan aad Pennsyl- 
vania, the office is called Auditor-General, and in two of the States the 

wblic accounts are audited by a Board of Auditors. In ail the Srates, 

owever, the duties that devolve upon this branch of the State govern- 
ment are practically the same, and a general explanation of the scope of 
work handled by the State Auditor in oue State will apply, except as 
regards minor details, to all of the States. It is the duty of the State 
Auditor to keep the accounts of the State with any other State or Terri- 
tory, and with the United States and all public officers, corporations and 
individuals having accounts with his State. He audits the accounts of 
all public officers who are to be paid out of the State Treasury, and all 

ersons who are authorized to receive money out of the State Treasury, 

n fact, all claims against the State which are to be paid out of the State 
Treasury must be presented to the Auditor, who, after the same 1s 
adjusted, issues warrants therefor payable at the Treasury} A com- 
plete record of each warrant is kept by the Auditor, who also keeps an 
account with the State Treasurer, charging him with all moneys paid 
into the Treasury, and giving credit for all warrants paid, and the hooks 
and*“vouchers of the Treasury must balance therewith, as settlements 
are made between these two officers at stated intervals. In a numberot 
the States the Auditor is charged with a general supervision over certain 
corporaticns, such as insurance and banking corporations and building 
and loan associations, and in some States is ex-officio a member of a 
number of State boards. He generally has authority to make and exe- 
cute satisfacticns of judgments aud assignments thereof in behalf of 
the State. 


STATE TREASURER. 


This is one of the most important executive offices in the gift of the 
people cf a State. The State Treasurer handles vast sums of the peo- 
le’s money, and as a rule a very heavy bond, ranging from $500,000 up 
into the millions, is po roi of him; and generally the Governor is em- 
powered to demand additional bonds if he deems the bond insufficient 
to fully protect the State. 
the title of the 
office, and they are very much the same throughout all of the States of 
the Union. The State Treasurer is custodian of all the State funds. He 
deposits these funds in banks, which give bonds to secure the Treasurer 
or State against loss, and which pay interest on daily balances. The 
‘Treasurer pays out State funds only on warrants issued or signed by the 
State Auditor, or other proper official, and a full record of all warrants 
is kept in both the auditing office and Treasurer's office, The plan by 
whicn the Treasurer receives the revenues of the State is different in 
different States. In some States the Auditor issues an order for him to 
receive the same and charges the amount against the Treasury In 
others he 1s charged with all moneys which he is entitled to receive, and 
then given credit for delinquencies. ~ In still other States the Treasurer 
issues duplicate receipts for all moneys paid in, which must be counter. 
signed by the Auditor to be valid, and one of these must be deposited 
with the Auditor, so he may charge the amount against the Treasurer. 
In this way a double system is carried on—both Auditor and Treasurer 
keeping a full account of all moneys received and pyid out, and their 
books and accounts must balance, as at stated intervals the Treasurer 
must make settlements with the Anditor and submit books, vouchers, 
etc., to the Legislature. In most of the States the State Treasurer is 
required to publish at stated timnes, in the newspapers at the capital, an 
iternized statement of the public accounts, expenditures, funds, receipts > 
and disbursements. He is also required to make « complete report aud 
itemized statement to each session of the Lewislature, ae nearly all of 
the States the law is very explicit in outlining the duties of the State 
Treasurer, the following being very Common provisions in relation to 
the office, viz: That a complete record of all moneys mu-* be kept, 
showing what is received or paid out of the various “fund:,” which 
“funds” must be exhibited in separate accounts. In several of the 
States the Governor and one or two other State officials constitute a 
board, which must at certain times examine and check up the accounts, 
books and vouchers of the State Treasurer and ascertain the amsunt of 
funds in the Treasury, 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 


The Attorney-General, as the name implies, is the general legal 
counsel or lawyer for the various branches of the State government, In 
all of the States the powérs and duties ef the Attorney-Ge:cral are very 
similar, Itis his duty to appear for the State in all actions and pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court in which the State has an interest; to 
institute and prosecute in all courts all actions, cither tor or ayaimsta 
State officer, in which the State has an interest; to consult wih and 
advise the vartous County or State's attorneys in matters relating to ther 
official duties, and when public interest requires he assists them in 
criminal prosecutions. It is his duty to consult with and atyine the 
Governor and other State officers, and give, when requested, written 
opinions on Jegal or constitutional questions relitingg to ther official 
duties, and to give written opinions when requested by the Legis. 
orany committee thercol, [tas also hie duty > prepare, when neces 
scury, drafts for contracts or other writings revting to subjects in which 
the State is interested, He is required to enforce the proper applica 
tion of funds appropriated to the variow. State institutions, and prose. 
cute breaches of trast ia the administration of the same; and when 
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Necessiry prosecute corpormous for Gulure or refusal to comply with 
the Liws; to prosecute official bonds of delinquent officers ov corpora:

Phe duties of the Shite Superintendent are very much alike in ail 
of the Stites, as he ts charged with a general supervision over the edu- 
cational interests of the State and of the public schools, In many States 
his authority ts not limited to the public schools, and he tuthorized 
by law to demand full reports trom all colleges, academies or private 
schools, Tt is Is duty to sce at reaulur intervals reports from all 
such educational institudens and file all papers. reports and doeu- 
ments transnutted to him by local or county school otticers. Te is the 
general adviser and assistant of the various county superintendents or 
school officers, to whom he must give, when requested, his written 
Opinion Upon questions arising ender the school kuw. It is also his duty 
to hear and determine controversies arising under the school laws com- 
ing to him by appeal from a county superintendent or school official 
He prepares and distril-ttes school registers, school blanks, ete., and i 
generally given the power to make such rules and regulations as are 
necessary to carry into efficient and uniform effect the provisions of the 
laws relating to schoois. The State Superintendent is required to make 
a detailed report to each ree session of the State Legislature, show- 
ing an abstract of the common school reports; a statement of the condi- 
tion of public schools and Stare educational institutiors: the amount of 
money collected and expended. and all other matters relating to the 
schools or school funds that have heen reported to him. He is _for- 
bidden from becoming interested in the sale of any school furniture, book 


or apparatus. STATE LIBRARIAN,

In nearly all of the States the laws provide for a State officer under 
the title of “State Librarian.” As a rule the oince is filled by appoint- 
ment of the Governor, althoush in a few States it is an elective office 
and is filled by direct vote o: the people. The State Librarian is the 
custodian of all the books and oroperty belonging to the State Library, 
and is required to give a bond for the proper discharge of his duties 
and safekeeping of the propercy intrusted to his care, as in many of the | 
States the State Library is an immensely important and valuable col- 
lection. In some of the States the Supreme Court judges prescribe all 
library rules and regulations. In others they have a Library Board of 
Trustees, which is sometimes made up of the Governor and certain 
other State officials, who constitute a board of commissioners for the 
management of the State Library. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


In nearly all of the.States provision is made for an Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, who is either elected by the people or appointed by the Governor, 
The name of the office implies the branch of work which is handled by 
itsincumbent. Itis the duty cf the Adjutant-General to issue and trans- 
mit all orders of the Commanéer-in-Chief with reference to the militia 
or military organizations of the State. Heskeeps a record of all military 
officers commissioned by the Governor, and of all general and special 
orders and regulations issued, and of all other matters relating to the 
men, property, ordnance, stores, camp and garrison equipage pertain- 
ing to the State militia or military forces. 


PUBLIC EXAMINER OR BANK EXAMINER. 


This is a State office that is found in only about one-half of ine 
States. In some States it is known as Bank Comptroller andin others the 
duties which devolve upon this officer are handled by a “department” 
in the State Auditor's office. The general duties and plan of conduct- 
ing this work, in many respects, 1s very similar, but there is a great dif- 
ference between the various States in the officers who attend to it. 
Where this is made a separate State office, generally speaking, the 
requirements are that he must be a skilled accountant and expert book- 
keeper, and cannot be an officer of any of the public institutions, nor 
interested in any of the financial corporations which it may be his duty 
toexamine. Heis charged with the duty of visiting and inspecting the 
financial accounts and standing of certain corporations and institutions 
organized under the State laws. [n several of the States it is also made 
his duty to visit certain county officials at stated intervals, and inspect 
their books and accounts, and < force a uniform system of bookkeeping 
by State and county officers. 


COMMISSIONER OR SUPERINTENDENT OF INSURANCE, 


In all of the States of the Union the department relating to insur- 
ance has grown to be an important branch of State government. ‘The 
method of controlling the insurance business differs materially in many 
of the States, althouyh they are all gradually moving in the same direc- 
tion, viz., creating a department or State office in which all matters 
relating to insurance aud insurance companies are attended to, In for- 
mer years, in nearly all of the States, the insurance business formed a 
department in the State Auditor's office, and was handled by him or his 
appointees. Now, however, in nearly all the Northern States and many 
ot he Southern States, they have a separate and distinct Insurance 
department, the | of wiach is either elected by the people or 
appointed by the Governor. ‘The duties and powers of the insurance 
department of the various States are very similar, A general pro- 
vision ts that the head of this cefyirtmment must be experienced in insur- 
ance matters, and he is prohiteted from holding: an interest in any insure 
ance company. The Commussoneror Superintendent of Insurance has 
extensive powers concerning is irance matters, and it is bis duty to sce

In several of the States a “Commissioner of Labor Statistics” is 
appounted by the Governor who ts the head of what nay be termed the 
labor bureau. [na great majority of the States, however, tis branch 
of work (4 taken care af by a Haar of labor commissioners, a bure: “it

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OTRER STATE OFFICERS, 


Tn all of the States thete exist one or mere other Sette officers in 
addition to thoce already mentioned, whieh are made necessary by local 
condition er local business interests, Its, therefore, mune essary to 
mention any ot these at tenth in this article.  Ttmay be stated, how. 
ever, Chat mallet the States niay be teumnd two er more of the following 
State officers, and taurther, that cach one ot the tollowrne-tained ofticers 
isfoumbin some State inthe Chien, vin: Supermntendent er comiaissianer 
of jucrreulture, commussioner of munes, secretary ot aacrieultural beard, 
secretary of mternal atiairs, clerk and reperter of the Supreme Court, 
commissioner ot malways, Commussioner ob imuue nition, Stite pruiter, 
Stute binder, land agent or conmiussioner, Commissioner, Tester or 
superintendent of State land office, register of lands, comnussioner of 
schools and Jands, surveyor-general, lnspector-ygeneral, State onl inspec- 
tor, dairy comumssioner. 


STATE ROARDS. 


Resides the officers and departments which have already been men- 
tioned, there are a numberof Stuute boards or bureaus that are necessary 
in carrying on the complex business connected with the government of 
aState. The following list of such State boards and bureaus includes 
all that‘can be found in the majority of the States; some of them, kow- 
ever, are only found ina tew of the States, because they are of a local 
nature and are ouly made necessary by the existence of certain local 
conditions or business interests, It will also be observed that some of 
the boards named cover the same line of work that has already been 
mentioned as belonging to some State otficer. This grows from the fact 
that a few of the States place the management of certiin lines ot work 
in the hands of a State board, while in others, instead of having a State 
board they delegate the powers and duttes to a single State official. 
All of the States, however, have a number of the Stuute boards mentioned 
in this list, the names of which imply the line of work each attends to, 
viz.: Railroad and warehouse commissioners, board of equalization, board 
or commission of agriculture, university trustees, board or conumission- 
ers of publiccharities, canal commissioners, penitentiary commissioners, 
board of health, dental exaniiners, trustees of historical library, board 
of pharmacy, commission ot claims, live stock commissioners, nish com- 
missioners. inspectors of coal mines, labor commissioners, board of edu- 
cation, board of public works, board of pardons, assessment commis- 
sioners, 


LEGISLATURE OR GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The law-making power of every State is termed the “Legislative 
Department.” The legislative power, according to the constitutions of 
the various States, is vested in a body termed the Legislature cr General 
Assembly.which consists of an Upper and Lower House, designated usu- 
ally as the Senate and House or Representatives In a few of the 
States the Lower House is called “The Assembly.’ In mest of the 
States the Legislature meets in regular sessions every two ears, but 
this is not the universal rule, as in a few of the States the law provides 
for annual sessions, In all of the States, however,a provision is made 
whereby the Governor may, on extraordinary occasions, call a special 
session by issuing a proclamation. 

The Legislative Department has the power to pass al] such laws as 
may be necessary for the welfare of the State, and carry into effect the 
provisions of the constitution, The Legislature. receives the reports 
of the Governor, together with the reports of the various other State offi- 
cers; they provide by appropriation for the ordinary and contingent 
expenses of the government; at regular times provided by law they 
apportion the State into political districts, and make all other provisions 
for carrying on the State government. There is a general prohibition 
against the passage of any ex post facto law, or law impair’. g the obli- 
gation of contracts, or making any irrevocable grant of special priv- 
ileges or immunities. Any measure to become a law must be passed 
by both branches of the Legislature, and then be presented to the Gov- 
ernor for hisapproval. If he withholds his approval (or vetoes it), the 
measure may be repassed bya two-thirds vote of the Legislature, when 
it will become a law notwithstanding the Governor's veto. 


SENATE. 


The Senate is the Upper House of the Legislature or General Assem- 
bly. The various States are divided into senatorial districts, in each of 
which a Senator is elected—the term of office varying from two to four 
years, lxcept in three or four of the States the presiding officer of the 
Senate is the Lieutenant-Governor, although a President pro dem. is 
usually elected, who acts as presiding officer during the absence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. The presiding officer has no vote, however, in 
the Senate, except when that body is equally divided. Every Senator 
has one vote upon all questions, and the right to be heard in advocating 
or opposing the passage of any measure brought before the Legislature. 
In filling all of the most important State offices that are to be appointed 
by the Governor, the appointments must be approved or confirmed by 
the Senate. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Lower House of the State Legislature, in nearly if ot quite all 
the States of the Union, is termined the House of Kepresentatives. Like 
the Senators, every member of the House has the right to be heard in 
advocating or opposing any measure brought before the hody of which 
heisa member. ‘The House is given the sole power of impeachment, 
but all impeachmeats must be tried by the Senate. As a general rule, 
there is a provision that all bills for raising revenue must originate in 
the House. 


JUDICIARY, 


The “Judicial Department” is justly regarded as one of the most 
important and powerful branches of government of either the State or 
Nation, as it becomes the duty of this department to pass upon and 
interpret, and thereby cither annul or give valiclity to all the most 
inportant measures and acts of both the legislative and executive 
liranches of the government, : 

It is impossible in a general article to give a detailed review or 
description of the construction and make-up of the yudicuul departments 
of the various States. ‘The courts are so diiferently arranged both as to 
their make-up and jarisdiction that it would be useless to try to give the 
reader a general description that would accurately cover the ground 

In all of the States, except, possibly, one or two, the a gray judicial 
authority of the State ts known as the gt al Court, and unless ques- 
tions are mivolved whieh give the United States Courts jurisdiction, itis 
the court of Jast resort. “The Supreme Court is made up offa chief 
ustice and the several associate yusuces or yadges as may be provided 
fa by the laws of the various States, usually from fourte six, Generally 
these officers are electe dt by the people, other from the State at huge or 
Qn three of the States) as representing, corlan districts, but this is not 
the case always, asi several States they dre chosen by the Governor or 
Legislature. To allof the Suites the Supreme Court has appellate paris. 
diction both in daw and inequity, and bas onyginad jurisdiction in reme- 
dal cases, mandimus, habeas corps and Cases relating to the revenue, 
but there is no trial by jury ta this court, 

Various other courts are provided for by the laws of the different 
Stites, such as appellate courts, ereenit oF district courts, probate courts, 
comnly Courts, SIperior Counts, DMinICT wal courts, Courts of justices of the 
peace, ete, “The jurisdiction of all these Courts is, of course, inferior to 
that of the Supreme Court, and varies greatly i the different States, 
Besides these, where th are large esties, various other courts are also 
established to aid in caring Jor tac chormous amount of judicial work 
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Atises trom such vast and couples business interests, The varus 
caurts are als provided with the nee essary otfichtls for caryime on the 
juMenl business. such as clerks of court, Court reporters, bailils ete, 


COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 


O faras the principal county offices are concerned, the general 
armueniont aid aethod of handling the public business is very 
much the same ia allot the States; but the offices are called by 
ditferent paves, and an iaities details--such as transfertme frou 
ene office to another certun osnorlines of work there are a 
nuntber of points nwhich the method of county government in the various 

States differs. The writer hasadopted the names of the principal county 

ottices which are most common in the Northera States, as in the South- 

em and New Englund States there are scarcely any two States in which 
the names or titles of all the county offices are identical. 


AUDITING OFFICE AND CLERK OF THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Generally the principal auditing officer of the county is known as 
the “county auditor” or “county clerk.” In Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, 
Wisconsin and many other States the office is called“ county clerk.” In 
{ndiana, lowa, Minnesota, North Dakota, Ohio and others it is termed 
“county auditor.” Ina few of the States under certain conditions this 
otfce Is merged with some other county office. A notable example 
of this is in the State of Michigan, where they have one official, underthe 
simple title of “clerk,” who loolcs after about all of the work which in 
most of the States devolves upon both the county clerk and alsoclerk of 
court, In all of the States a bond in a moderate sum is required of the 
county Clerk or auditor, and he is paid a salary of from $1,000 to 63,400 
per year, besides in some States being allowed certain fees, unless it ts in 
avery large and heavily populated county, where the salary paid is of 
necessity much higher than this amonnt. No county treasurer or mem- 
ber of the county board is eligible to this office. In general terms it 
may be stated as a rule the auditor acts as the clerk or secretary of the 
official county board, although in a few of the States the court clerk is 
required to look after this matter. The clerk of the county board keeps 
an accurate record of the board's proceedigs and carefully preserves 
all documents, records, books, maps and papers which may be brovght 
before the board, or which the law provides siall be deposited in his 
office. In th *auditing office anaccurate account is kept with the county 
treasurer. Ge vrally they nle the duplicates of the receipts given by 
the county treasurer, charging him a 9 allmoney paid into the treasury 
and giving credit for all warrants paid. The genera/ plan of paying 
claims against a county is as follows: if the claim is one in which the 
amount due is fixed by law, or is authorized to be fixed by some other 
person or tribunal, the auditor issues a warrant or order which will be 
paid by the treasurer, the certiticate upon which it is allowed being dul 
tiled. In all other cases the claim must be allowed by the county Coed. 
and the chairman or presiding officer issues a warrant or order which 
isattested bythe clerk. A complete record of all these county warrants 
or orders is kept, and the accounts of the county treasurer must balance 
therewith. The above in general terms outline the most important 
branch of work which the county clerk or county auditor looks after in 
most of the States, but in all of the States the law requires him to look 
after a number of other matters, although in these there is no uniformity 
betwegn the various States, and no general description of these minor or 
additional duties could be given that would apply to all the States. 


COUNTY TREASURER, 


This 1s an office which exists in all of the States, and it is one of tne 
most important of the various offices necessary in carrying on the busi- 
ness of a county. It is an elective office in a!l of the States, and the 
term of ‘office is usually either two or four years, but a very common 
provision in the varicus States is that after serving for one term as 
county treasurer a party shall be ineligible to the office until the inter- 
vention of at least one term after the expiration of the term for which 
he was elected. This provision, however, does not exist in all.of the 
States, as in some of them the county treasurer ts eligible for re-election 
for any number of terms. 

The general duties cf the county treasurers throughout the various 
States is very similar. The county treasurer is the principal custodian 
of the funds belonging to the county. It is his duty to receive and 
safely keep the revenues and other public moneys of the county, and 
all funds authorized to be paid to him, and disburse the same pursuant 
tolaw. He is required to keep proper books of account,in which he 
must keep a regular, just and true account of all moneys, revenues and 
funds received by him, stating particularly the time, when, of whom 
and on what fund or account each particular sum was received; and 
also of all moneys, revenues and funds paid out by him according to 
law, stating particularly the time when, to whom and on what fund 
payrrent 1s made from. The bool®s of the county treasurer miust 
always be subject to the inspection of the county board, which, at stated 
intervals, exatnines his boc’ nd makes settlements with him. In some 
of the States the provisio. { the law relating to county treasurer are 
very strict; some of them provide for a county board of auditors, who 
are expected, several times a year, to examine the funds, accounts and 
vouchers of the treasury without previous notice to the treasurer; and 
in some it is provided that this board, or the county board. shall desig- 
nate a, bank (or banks) in which the treasurer is requtred to keep the 
county funds deposited—the banks Leing Fe! ree to pay interest on 
daily or monthly balances and give bord to indemnify the county against 
loss. Asa yencral rule the county treasurer is only cubes to pay 
out county funds on warrants or orders sssued by the chairman of the 
county board and attested by the clerk, or in certain cases on warrants 
or orders of the county auditing: office. A complete record of these 
warrants or orders is kept,and the treasut*r’s accounts must balance 
therewith, In most of the States the law 18 very explicit in directing 
how the books and accounts of the county trez surer shall be kept. 


COUNTY RECORDER OR REGISTYR OF DEEDS. 


In a few of the States the office of county r*corder or register of 
deeds is, merged with some other county olfice, i» counties where the 
yopulation falls below a certain amount. A notabiz example of this ts 
Pied in both the States of [inois and Missouri (and there are others), 
where it is merged with the office of circuit clerk in many counties, ‘Ihe 
titie of the jot office is “circuit clerk and recorder,’ aud the duties of 
beth offices are looked after by one official. 

The duues of the county recorder or register of deeds are very 
similar in the ious States, although in some of the Easvern and South- 
ern States the offi cniled by other names. The usua! name, how- 
ever, is county recorder or register of deeds. In Tilinois, Inciana, Lowa, 
M ssouri, Ohio and many other Stutes, itis called “county secorder,” 
In Kansas, Michyran, Minnesota, North Dakota, Wisconsin and many 
more it is called “register of deeds.” In all of the States this office 1s 
the repository wherein are kept all records relating to deeds, mortyayre 
transfers anf contracts affecting: lands within the county, [tis tl 
of the recorder or reqister, as son as practical after the filuyg of any 
instiument tn writing in his etfice entitled to be recorded, to record the 
same: at dengeth, in the or of the time of its reception, in books pro- 
vide l by the county for that purpose; and it is his daty to endorse on 
all instruments a certificate of the tine when the same was filed. All of 
the States have come of the following provisions concerning the dutics 
of the recorder, but these provisions are not common | a// of the States,

CTRCTET OR DISTRICT CLERK, OR CLERK OF COURT, 


In nearly all of the Stutes, each county elects a“ clerk of court or 
courts,” sometimes also Known as cucuit clerk or district clerk, imdieat- 
mg the court with which the office is connected. In some of the States, 
as has already been stated, the ottice of clerk of court iS merved with 
sone other county offie. Chis ts the case in ilies and Missouri, 
where In many caunties itis connected with the office of county recorder, 
In Michigan, one otictal under the name of “clerk handles the busi- 
ress which usually is given to the clerk of court and county clerk er 
auditor, In Wisconsin, Missour, Hlinots and other States the name 
used is “circuit clerk:” in Kansas, Minnesota, North Dakota and miainy 
others the ottice is called “clerk of district court;” while in many of the 
States, including Tadiana, Ohio, Lowa and others, it is called’ simply

The chief duty of this otticial is to act as clerk of the district or cir- 
cuit court, and sometimes other courts of interior jurisdiction, tis the 
clerk's duty to keep the seals and attend the sessions ot their respective 
courts, preserve all the files and papers thereot, make, keep and pre- 
serve complete records of all the proceedings and determinations there- 

) of, and carry out such cther duues as may be required by the rules and 
orders of their es Yat oh courts. They must enter of record all judg- 


ments, decrees and orders of the court as soon as possible atter they are 
a public record, have authority 


rendered; keep all indictments on tile as 
toadminister oaths, take acknowledgments; take and certify deposi- 
tions, and are required to exhibit all records free of charge. in nearly 
ali the States the law detines the character of the record books which 
the clerk of court must keep. Although there is no settled rule in this 
matter, the general provisions are thathe shail keep: First, a general 
docket or register of actions, in which is entered the title of each action

oa SHERIFF, 


In all of the States the office of sheriff is one of the most important 
of the county offices. The term of office varies in different States, being 
usually either two or four years, and in several of the States one party 
cannot hold the office a second term consecutively. The general pro- 
visious outlining vhe duties pertaining to this office are very much alike 
in the various States, and the following veswme of his duties may be said 
to apply to all of the various States except in a few minor and unim- 
portant details. The sheriff is charged with the duty of keeping and 
preserving the peace in his county; or, as has been written, “he is the 
conservator of peace,” and it is his duty to keep the same, suppress 
riots, affrays, fighting, breaches of the peace and prevent crime, and 
may arrest offenders “on view” and cause them to be brought before 
the proper magistrate; and to do this, or to execute any writ, warrant, 
process, orcer or decree, he may call to his aid when necessary any per- 

son or the “ power of the county.” It is the duty of the sheriif to serve 
and execute within his county, and return, all writs, warr: nts, process, 
orders and decrees of every description that may be legally directed 
and delivered to him. He is a court officer, and it is his duty to attend, 
either in person or by deputy, all courts of record held in his county; 
by virtue of his office he has custody of the jail. It is his duty to pursue 
and apprehend felons acd persons charged with crime and has custody 
of prisoners. He is not allowed to purchase any property exposed for 
sale by him as sheriff. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMISSIONE? OF 
SCHOOLS. 


COUNTY 


This is an office which exists under one name or another in nearly 
every State in the Union. The title of the office in a great maiority of 
the States is “county superintendent,” but in Michigan, Missouri, Ohio, 
New York, and possibly one or two other States, the office is termed 
“school commissioner,” and in several of the States the laws provide for 
a board of county examiners or school commissioners, who are given 
considerable of the work that in most of the other States is handled by 
the county superintendent. = , ; é 

The name of this office implies the duties which devolve upon it, 
and they are very much alike in all of the States. The incumbent of 
this office is charged with a general supervision over the schools of the 
county, and must be a fitting person as to education and moral charac- 
ter. Asa rule it is their duty to examine and license teachers, but ina 
few of the States provision is made fora board of examiners. County 
superintendents are required to visit and inspect the schools at regular 
intervals, and give such advice and instruction to teachers as may be 
deemed necessary and proper. They are required to organize and con- 
duct institutes for the instruction of teachers if deemed necessary, and 
encourage teachers’ associations. They introduce to the notice of 
teachers and the people the best modes of instruction, the most 
*pproved plans of iting and ventilating school-houses, etc., stitnu- 
.ate school officers to the prompt and proper discharge of their duties. 
They receive reports from the various school officers, and transmit an 
abstract of these reports to the State Superintendent, adding a report of 
the condition of the schools under their charge. In nearly all the States 
they are forbidden having any interest in the sale of any school furni- 
ture, apparatus or books used in the schools, In many States they have 
authority toannul a teacher's certificate for proper cause, and in gen- 
eral to take such steps and enforce such methods as will elevate and 
make more efficient the schools under their control.

PROUATE OR COUNTY JUDGK. 


The method ot handling probate matters is not uniform throughout 
the various States. la many States the higher courts are given yuris- 
diction over probate nuitters, and in-others they have created districts in 
which are heil probate courts, whose jurisdiction extends over several 
counties and takes in other matters besnies purely probate atfairs, in 
anioritv of the States, b owever, pardeulirly the Western and Northern 
States, thes elect a county or a probate judge, who holds court and 
handles the probate wiatters which arise within his county, The juris- 
diction of these county or probate courts is not always confined =x- 
clusively to probate attains, bet frequently extended to many other 
tatters, and they generally include such miitters as Apprenticeship 
ahurs, adoptions, minors, etc. In some ot the States they have botha 
county yndge and a probate judge, and in these cases the jurisdiction of 
the latter is contined to such matters as are in line with probate affairs, 
la Missouri they havea probate judye, and also a county court, com- 
posed of county judges, m whom the corporate powers of the county 
are vested-—as the official county board. In Michicin they have a 
probate judge and a probaly register, The probate judge 1s generally 
given onginal jurisdiction in all matters of probate, settlement of 
estates of deceased persons, appointment of guardians and conserva- 
tors and settlementot their accounts. They take proof of wills, direct 
the adniinistration of estates, grant and revoke letters testamentary and 
ot administration, appoint and remove guardians, etc. 


COUNTY SURVEYOR. 


Tkis is an office which is common to nearly all ot the orates, It 
is the duty of the county surveyor to execute any survey which may be 
ordered by any court, or upon application of any individual or corpora- 
top, and preserve a record of the surveys made by him. Nearly all of 
the States provide that certain records shall be kept by the county sur- 
veyor, and provide penalties for his failure to place on record the surveys 
made by him, While he is the official county surveyor, yet the surveys 
made by him are not conclusive, but may be reviewed by any compe- 
tent tribunal, andthe correctness thereof may be disputed, 


COUNTY CORONER. 


This is another county office which exists in nearly all of the States. 
In the average county there is not much work for the coroner, but in 
the counties in which large cities are located the office is a very impor- 
tant one. In general terms it may be stated that the coroner is required 
to hold inquests over the bodies of persons supposed to have met with 
violent or unnatural deaths, In most States he has power to impanela 
jury to enquire into the cause of death; but in some of them this is not 
the case, and he is given powerto act alone. He cansubpcena witnesses; 
administer oaths; in .certain cases provide for a decent burial, and can 
bind over to the proper court any person implicated in the killing of 
the deceased. 

OTHER COUNTY OFFICES. 


The county offices that have already been mentioned are the prin- 
cipal ones found in all of the States. There are, however, a few other 
county officials besides those mentioned which exist in many of the 
States, and which should be briefly mentioned in this connection. These 
are such offices as county physician, county assessor, county collector, 
county poor commissioner or superintendent of the county poor-house, 
master in ay eae or court commissicner, county examiners, board of 
equalization, board of review, etc. The names of these ottices imply the 
duties. These offices do not exist it all of the States, but in nearly 
every State the law provides for one or more of these county of*cials, 


COUAKTY BOARD. 


The powers of ela county as a body politic and oe are 
vested in a county board. This official county board is generally termed 
the county “board of supervisors,” or “board of commissioners,” but 
there are some exceptions to this, like Missouri, where the county board 
i3 known as the “county court.” There is considerable difference in the 
make-up of the county board in the various States. In some it is made 
up of one member from each township in the county. In others the 
counties are divided into districts, and one member of the county board 
is ~hosen from each district. No general description of this could be 
given that would be accurate, as some of the States follow both of these 
lans. For instance, in Illinois some of the counties are governed by a 
»oard of supervisors, which is made up of one member from each town- 
ship, while other counties in the same State are governed by a board of 
county commissioners, consisting of three or more members, each rep- 
resenting districts into which the cointies in question are divided. 

The general powers of the county board throughout of all the States 
is about the same, except in minordetails. It represents the legislative 
and corporate powers of the county. One of their number is always 
chosen as chairman or president, and acts as the presiding officer, The 
connty board has general charge over the affairs of the ccunty. Jt is 
their duty to provide county offices, provide desks, stationery, books, 
fuel, etc.; examine, investigate and adjnst claims against the county, 
and have general care and custody of all the real and personal estate 
owned by the county. At regular intervals ad settle with the county 
treasurer ; examine accounts and vouchers. They locate county roads ; 
determine the amount of county tax, and regularly publish a statement 
of their proceedinas; make statements of reccipts, expenditures, ctc.; 
and make all contracts, and do all other acts in relation to the property 
and concerns of the county necessary to exercise its corporate powcrs 
that are not specifically delegated to other county officials, 


TOWNSHIP GOVERNMENT. 


HE method of township government throughout the different 

States varies so much that it is impossible in thisarticle to treat 

of it more than in a general way. In many of the States the 

townslups are not organized as bodics corporate, and in other 

States in some counties they may have township organization, 

whilein other counties in the same State itdoes not exist. In cases where 

there isnotownship organization the law provides that certain county offi- 

Cials shalbattend tothe local work, or that work which in other localities is 

assumed by the township officials, But even where they have township 

organization the plan of township government in the different States 

where it exists differs so widely that seareely any two States may be 

said to be alike. About the ooly statements concerning: the organized 

townships that could be made w vieh would apply to all the States are the 

following: T.very organized township im its corporate capacity has 

ower to sue and be sued; to acquire by purchase, gift or devise, and 

Meat property, both real and personal, for Se use of its inhabitants, and 

upg to sell and convey the same; and to make ail such contracts as 
may be necessary in the exercise of its powers as a fownship , 

Ina yreat many of the States the township government is carted 

on after a plan very similar to the county and State governments, bav-

Sull other Stites combine good features from both of the plans 
aheve menhoned, and besides the other usaal township officials they 
meng a township based, whieh is given certain restricted powers, 
such as those of a review or an auditing board, but they are not vested 
wuh the complete corporate and legiskitive powers of the township, this 
henig reserved ina hire measure to thegyoters, amd all questions eall- 
ing tor the exeretse of such authority are acted upon at the town ureet- 
ings. Inonminy of the States the township board just deseribed is made 
up oot three or imere of the other township otticers, who are ex-otlicio 
menuibers of the township board, and they mect at certain times, per- 
form the work required of them, and report to the town meetings. 

The prinapal officials in township organizations in nesrly all the 
Stites are the following: “Supervisors, or trustees.” “elerk,” “treas- 
“vollector,” “justices of the peace,” “constables,” 
“overseers, supervisors or commissioners of the highways.” and “pound- 
masters,” although as has been stated, many of the States do not have 
all of these officials.

SCHOOL DISTRICT GOVERNMENT. 


HE “common school system,” or, to speak with greater accuracy, 

the method of governing school districts, in the various Stites, 

differs widely, yet all follow in a general way one of two sep- 

arate and clearly detined methods, bem amended in minor re- 

spects to meet local conditions and ideas. All of these methods 
have their excellent points, and yet itsbas been claimed by eminent edu- 
caters that no one of them is free from fault and objection, nor has 
reached perfection. It will be the aim of this article to brietly explain 
the principal features of the several methods, but it is not possible to go 
into detail im the matter of giving the system of school gqyernment that 
is followed in each of the many States of the Union. The constitution 
and statutes of all the States agree, however, upon several points. They 
aim to provide for a thorough and efficient system of free schools, 
whereby all the children of the States may receive a thorough common 
schoo! education; they provide! that all lands, moneys and other property 
donated, granted or received for school, college, seminary or university 
purposes, and the proceeds thereof, shall be faithfully applied to the 
objects stated; with two or three exceptions they provide that no appro- 
priation shall be made or public funds applied in aid of any church or 
sectarian purpose, or to support or sustain any school. academy, semi- 
nary, college or university controlled or run in the interest of any church 
or fora sectarian purpose; and they prohibit the various school officials 
from holding any interest in the sale, proceeds or profits of any book, 
apparatus or furniture used in the schools in which they, as officers, are 
interested. 

In many of the States they follow what may be termed the “inde- 
pendent school district” method, inasmuch as each district, so far as its 
corporate powers are concerned, is entirely separate and independent of 
other districts. Where this plan is followed the boundaries of each dis- 


trict are clearly defined, and each district is complete within itself. 
They elect a full set of district officials, and exercise their corporate 


powers and manage their district affairs within themselves. In this 
plan the corporate powers of the district are usually vested in a dis- 
trict board, which has general charge of the interests of the district, 
hires teachers, and makes such contracts and carries into effect such 
methods as is deemed necessary to raise the grade or aid in the effi- 
ciency of the schools, The measure of the authority given to these dis- 
trict boards is not the same im all the States, and in many States it is 
restricted, and a part of the corporate power is reserved to the people 
themselves, the officials heing vequired, in all important matters, to 
carry out the wishes and orders of the people of the district as expressed 
and decided upon at the “district school meetings.” 

Another method which is followed in many of the Stites may be 
termed the “township system.” In such States the law provides for the 
organization of each township for school purposes, or as one large “dis- 
trict.” and each township, so far as its educational interests are con- 
cerned, is organized, has the necessary officials and becomes a hody 
politic and corporate. As a general rule, where this method prevails, 
the townships are divided into three or more sulb-districts. All of these 
sub-districts are a part of the whole, and the finances and general busi 
ness is generally managed by a township board made up of representa- 
tives from each sub-district. This board is generally clothed with the 
corporate powers. hires teachers, provides fucl and supplies and makes 
all the .ontracts necessary to carry on the various schools in the town- 
ship. As with independent districts, the powers of this board are not 
alike in ail States where the township system prevails, for in some 
States their power is very much restricted, and is limited to certain offi- 
cial matters, the corporate powers and right to make important contracts 
being reserved to the people, who decide on these questions at what are 
termed the school meetings, In a few of the States where they follow 
the township system they have no official board. This is the case in In- 
diana, where they elect a township trustee, whose duty it is to look after 
all the educational interests of the township, subject to the approval of 
the people at the regular mectings. Tn most of the St.tes where the 
township system prevails the law provides for the organization, under 
certain conditions, of sub-districts into independent districts, which gives 
them the power to elect their own officers and act independently of the 
other schools in the township. 

Tn nearly all of the States one of the two general methods given 
above is followed, with certain changes to make the plan more efficient 
and satisfactory, and to better mect the desires and needs of the people 
of the different States. Many of the States combine good features from 
both these systems, as some of the States have the township system, 
wherein each sub-district has its own hoard, and so far as controlling its 
own «affairs is concerned, is independent of all other districts. But local, 
conditions have in many instaneses, made special and focal provisiertS 
necessary that are different in ench State, and while there may be a 
‘ reir aim is th same, and, as a 


vast difference in the methods followed, th 
whole, the variows systems have accomplished the result of giving 
throuvhout the lencth and breadth of the Union the-grandest and most 
eflicient system of free schools that the world has ever known, 


CITIES AND VILLAGES. 


IN all of the States the laws provide for the local government of 
cites and villages, so that when they attain a certain population 
they may be seperated from, and thus manage their affairs inde- 
pendent of. the township in which they are located, both as to 
school matters and civil authority. In school aflatrs provision 1s 

made for handling the more complex educational interests of villages 
and cities —the schoul boards bemny made larger, andin many casesthe | 
scope of their authonts as very miuch extended, In civil matters: pro- 
vision is made in all ot the States for the organization of villages and 
cities a8 Corporate bodics, seperate and distinet from the townships, and 
providing for the necessary ollicert to carry oo the affairsof the snunict

iness.in the most jceneral amd comprebensive sense, is almost wholly carried 
oo by the abl ofbanks with checks,drafts and exchange. And it will be seen 
whatarery important purt the ement of coutidence plays in business 
Ife, whenit fs remembered thatevery check or draft that changes hands, 
implies the confidence on the part of the party recolving aud accepting it, 
that it will be honored at the bauk when presented. 


Qptaine AN ACCOUNT, 


‘TSE rrsst stp in the matter of becomins a depositor and customer of 
a bank is the interview with the bauker, either the President, or Cashier, 
asthecasemay be If uuknown tothe banker it is necessary for some one 
who Is known to identifr and vouch forthe applicant as being honorable 
and straizktforwani, for bauks are compelled to be careful in this matter 
as they subsequently must handle all the checks, drafts or exchanges that 
the prospective customer employs in his business, so that while the busi+ 
ness of an honest man is valuable to them and is anpreciated, that of a 
dishonest man is shunned by them as an element of risk aud danger—the 
game to them as to every one else with whom he deals, 

The identitication and reference, however, being satisfactory the pros. 
pective customer is giveu @ pass book or account book, writes his signature 
in a book kept for that purpose, is made known to the receiving and paying 
tellers, makes his first deposit and is then a ful’ Hedged customer and 
depositor of the bank. 


. Devosits. 


D=Postts are made in the following manner: A ‘Deposit Ticket” or “ De- 
posit Blank” is furnished the customer, and he enters upon this a full 
description of all the ‘tems which he desires entered to his credit, stating 
whether it is gold, silver or currency and making a separate entry tor each 
draft or check that he deposits, In entering such items asdrafts and checks 
some banks require a separate entry for each item which will show upon 
what bank or at least what city or town each draft or check is drawn. 
After having endorsed bis nameon the back of all checks and drafts ke 
bands the “Deposit Ticket,” together with ail the items named upon it, and 
his Pass Book, to the receiving teller.who examines it, checks off the various 
items to see that ther are all there, and enters the tota! amount to the 
customer's credit in the'*Pass Book ;” and itisalsocarried to hiscredit from 
the Deposit Ticket onto the books of the bank. The “ Deposit Ticket" is an 
important feature of the transaction, and the customer is required to fill 
this out withink. It bears his name and the date and is curefully pre- 
served for future reference by the bank tosettle any dispute or difference 
that may arise. As all men are liable to error the depositor, to prevent mis- 
takes, should always see that the amount of tie deposit is correctly entered 
in bis book before leaving the bank. Ifa deposit is made when a customer 
has not his ‘Pass Book” a duplicate ticket should be taken, and the amount 
entered properly when cext at the bank. 
It will be seen from the above that all checks and drafts are entered to 
the credit of the customer at the time he deposits them, the sameas cash 


items. The depositor, however, is beld responsible for the non payment.ofs.. 


all checks, drafts and other items deposited as cash until payment bas been 
ascertained by the bank. The bank, however, must use due diligence in 
attending to them within a reasonable time. If a check or draftis held 
beyond a reasonable time and, meanwhile, the bank upon which ft isdrawn 
fails, the receiving bank wonld becompelled tu lose it. Whatis a reason. 
able time, according to decisions of the courts, depends upon the circum- 
stances and varies indiferent cases Incities, where they havea Clearing- 
House, checks on othercity banks are expected to reach the Clearing-House 
on the next day succeecing the timeof tbe deposit; but as tochecks and 
draftsdrawn upon otberor distant cities, areasonable time must be allowed 
for themto be presented for payment. If the banker, however, is negligent 
concerning it, he muststandtheloss, Such cases very rarely, ifever, occur, 
and it may safely be stated thatin the absence of any special or unusual 
conditions for all items sach as checks, drafts, etc., the banker only receives 
them for collection fur the account of the depositor and therefor ncts only 
as his agent and as such is charged with using only due diligence In attend- 
ing to the bar'ness. 


Discounts, Loans, ETC. 


HE word “Discount” ts applied to loterest when it is dedneted from the 
4 amount at the time a loan Is made—In other words, interest that is pald 
fo advance, It isthe general rule of banks iu making “short time” loans to 
customers to give credit for the amount of the loan, less the interest, 

Many business men fall to oblain the full benetit that a bank ean give 
them, through hesitancy or diffidepce in asking fora loan: and in many tne 
stances wl borrow ofa neighboring business man and thus, frequently 
embarass him, rather than yo to the banker, whose business itis to help 
bim through such tines of need, when possible, This ta what banks are 
established for Jarvely, and they are always glad to “yet their money out 
and keep it out” provided they ean be reasonably gure ofits return, If an 
applicant i4 unable to furnish reasonable wecucity, or ty irresponsible or 
auworthy he must necessarily be refused, but losxecuring mousy whieh bo 
cannot yuarantee the ret of, whelher it be from a banker or another 
business man he does an tojustice to the foterests of business: penerally. 
However, every business man io need of finanelal heip, whether lia needs 
be vreator little, shonil goto the banker frat andl submit the situation, 
wecurities, ete, te him, asof all he Inby tratatoge the best pidpe aod ade 
visor in euch matiers, He aay be compelled to deciine to give the required 
ald, tat thin refusal whe fatter, alk rtiet 
be remeui tered Ubat be olber toterests toy aerve and cdeporltor, stock. 
holders aod directors to prot before following bin own personal desires,

Tho 
most impdrtant attribute ot promissory notes, bills of exchange, and other 
instruments of toe same ciass, wtleh distinguish them from all other con- 
tracts, is thew uegotaoniiy. Vbhis consists of two entirely distinet elements 
or brancbes—tirst, tbe power of transterring the paper frow one owner to 
anotler, so that the assivtee sball assume a complete title, and be able to 
ene on it; sevoou, the effect upon the rights of the parties produced by auch 
a trausfer woen mace oetore maturity, in the regular course of business, 
for a consideration to » purchaser in pood faith, and without notice of any 
defect or defense, whereby al aefenses of the maker (with few exceptions) 
are cut off, ang the boider becomes absolutely entitled to recover. 

A written oreer or pronase may be pertect lid as acontract; but it 
willnot be neyotiabie uniess certain requisites are complied with, The 
following requisites are indi=pensr ple: It must be written; must be signed; 
it must be absolute, not depend’ iy upon any contingency ;it must be to pay 
money inacertaic amount or in an amount capable of being certain by 
computation; the t:me of raymeut must be certain or such as will become 
certain; but when nc t’ we 1s expressec the law implies that puyment is due 
immediately; anc lastly, the order or promise must be accompanied by 
words of negotiabil‘ty—that :s payabie to a certain payee’s order or to 
bearer. 


Promissonr ¥GTES. 


CCORDING tc the general “iaw merchact,” unaffected by statute, @ 
promissory note ts the written promise of a person, called the “maker” 
to pay acertain sum of money at acertain time toa designated person termed 
the “ payee" or to his order or bearer. It must have all the requisites that 
have been mentioned for negotiable paper, otherwise, if it fails in any of 
these matters it becomes a contract, as it thus loses the element of negotia- 
bility. Contracts may be perfectly valid without all of these requisites, but 
they do not possess-the pecaliarqualities which belong to promissory notes, 
itis customary in all promissory notes to write the words “vaite re- 
ceived * but this ts not absolutely essential, asa consideration and value 
is implied in every note, draft, check, bil: of exchange or endorsement, It 
is the common law of both Eaogland and tu.s country that no promise can be 
‘nforced unless made for a cousideration or sealed but negoflable instru- 
sents as arule are anexceptiontothis Between the original parties a 
want of consideration can be pleaded .elense and would operate to de- 
feata recovery. It would have the -an ff tas between an endorserand 
his endorsee, but this only applies to immediate parties or to those who 
had notice of the defense or became holders of the paper after maturity. It 
may be stated as an almost invariable rnie that no defense will operate to 
defeat the recovery if the paper has been negotiated and passed into the 
hands of an innocent purchaser, in the regular course of business, before 
maturity and for value. The absence of any of these elements, however, will 
allow a defense to be setup and wili defeat recovery even in the hands of 
third parties if it can be shown that there was either: a want of considerae 
tion, that it was obtained by duress, or fraud or circumvention, or larceny; 
or ilat the consideration was illegal, In order to cut off these defenses 
and give the holder the absolute right to recover, all of the conditions 
tamed must be fulfilled. If he purchases the note even one day after it 
becomes due it is tren sabject to any defense or set off which the maker 
may bave against tne original payee. 

Demand of payment for a note must be made at the place where it is 
payable at the time of maturity; if not paid notice must immediately be 
given lo theeudorsers, otherwise, in a majority of the States, all endorse. 
ments thatare no yualified will be released, If a note is notdated it will 
not defeat it, but will be considered as dated when it was made: buta writ 
ten dale is prima facie evidence of the time of making, When a note falis 
due on Sunday, or a legal holiday, it becomes payable the day previous, If 
asum iv written at length in the body and also in fizures at the corner 
the written words control it. It destroys the negotiability of a note to write 
la the body of it any conditions or continze icles. A valuable consideration 
is notulways money, Itmay be either any gain or advantage to the prom- 
isor, or injury sustained by the promises at the promisor’s request, A pre- 
vious debt, or a fluctuating balance, or a debt due from a third person, 
migbt be a valunble consideration, So is a moral consideration, if founded 
upon # previous legal consideration; as, where one promises to pay a debt 
that is barred by limitation or byinfancy. Buta merely moral consideration 
as one founded upon natural love and affection ia no legal consideration, 
No coosideration is sufticientin law if it be Mlegai in its nature, or if dis- 
tinctly opposed to public policy, Ifa uote is payable ata bank it is only 

yecessary to bave the note at the bank atthe stipulated time to constitute 
asofMiclent demand; and if there are ne funds there to meet it, this is suf: 
ficient refusal,

There is no settled rule as to how checks should be drawn. In 
nearly all the cities it is an almost invariable rule to make them

DRAFT is a form of an “inland bill ot exchange.” The two 
forms of bilis of exchange usually called “drafts” are the hank 
draft (or exchange) and the “sicht or time draft.” The bank draft 
is, to all intents and purposes, the same as a check, but the term ts 
usually applied to “checks” drawn by one bank upon funds which it 
may have in some other bank, termed its “eorrespondent.” A draft 
is but very seldom made parable to bearer, it being almost an in- 
variable rule to make them payable to a certain payee or order. 
Thev are negotiable and can he transferred indefinitely by endorse- 
ment. If a draft is lost or stolen, by applying to the bank that 
issued it, the parment can be stopped, and after the expiration of 
st days a duplicate will be issued. 

The 
after a certain number of days is a very common method of mak- 
ing collections to-day by creditors, and it serves the double purpose 
of being an order to pay to a bank or third party, and is also a re- 
ecipt to the debtor. It is simple in its wording, the following being

Ap endorser, as a mas, is entitied to lmmetiate notice in case the payor 
falls to pay it. This is the case in nenriy all ofthe United states, an it has 
beec a rule of the “law merchant” for many years. A few modifications, 
bowever, of the weneral “law merchant have been made by atatate in ser. 
eral of the States, relating to nercotlable paper, in changing the endorser’s 
Madbility by reudering bis contract absolute instead of conditional, making 
Dotice unnecessary Uuless he sutfers damarce through want of It, or require 
ing a judgment to be dest recovered before he canbe held. In the absence, 
however, of statutory provisions of this kind, and they only exist in afew of 
the States, it may be said thatto loid endorsers they must have prompt 
notice of non-payment, and it may be said to be a guneraul rule of the “law 
merchant" thatall partiesto negotiable paper as endorsers who are en- 
titled to notice are discharyed by wantofuotice The demand, notice and 
protest must be mate according to the laws of the place where payable, “ 

@) The term Profrst is applied to the official act by au authorized person 
(usually a Notary Public), whereby he afirms ina formal or prescribed 
manover in writing that a certain bill, draft, check orother negotiable paper 
bas been presented for acceptance or payment, as the case may be, and 
been refused. This, and the notice of the “Protest,’” which must be sent to 
all endorsers and parties to the paper is to notify them officially of its 
failure. 


Guaranty. 


“GUARANTOR” .s one whois bound to another for the fulfillment of a 

promise, or of an engacement, made bya third party. This kind of con- 
tractis very common. According to the “statute of frauds” it must be in writ-. 
ing, and unless it isa sealed instrument there must be aconsideration to 
supportit. Asarule it is not negotiable, so as to be enforced by the trans- 
feree as if it had been givento him by the guarantor, but this depends upon 
the wording, as, if it contains all the characteristics of a note, payable to 
order or bearer, it will be beld negotiable. A contract of guaranty is con- 
strned strictly, and, if the liability of the principal be materially varied by 
the act of the party guaranteed, without the consent of the guarantor, the 
guarantor is discharged, The guarantor is also discharged if the liability 
or obligation is renewed, or extended by law or otherwise, unless he in 
writing renews the contract. Inthe case of a bank incorporated fortwenty 
years, which was renewed for ten years more without change of officers, 
the courts held that the original sureties could not be held afier the first term, 

The guaranty can be enforced even thongh the original debtcannot, as ts 
the case in becoming surety for the debt of a minor, A guarantor who pars 
the debt of the principal is entitled to demand from the creditor all the 
securities he holds. or of the note or bond which declares the debt; and, jo 
some States,the creditor cannot fall back upon the guarantor until he has 
collected as much as possible from these securities and exhausted legal 

% remedies against the principal. Ifthe debt or obligation be first incurred 
and completed before the guaranty is given, there must be a new consider 
ation or the guaranty is roid. 

A guaranty is not binding unless the guarantor has notice ofits Sacco! 
ance, but the law presumes this acceptance when the offer of guaranty and 
acts of the party to whom itis given, such as delivery of goodsor extending 
credit are simultaneous. But an offer to guarantee a future operation does 
not bind the offerer unless he has such notice of the acceptance as will af- 
ford him reasonable opportunity to make himself safe, A creditor may give 
his debtor some indulgence or accommodation without discharging the 
guarantor, unless it should have theeffect of prejudicing the interests of 
the guarantor, in which case he would be released. Generally a guarantor 
may, at any time, pay adebtandso, at once, have the right to proceed 
against the debtor. Where there has been failure on the part of the prin.a- 
pal and the guarantor is looked to, he must have reasonable notice—and 

notice is deemed reasonable if it prevents the guarantor from eee 
trom the delay, 

Itis,in many cases. difficult to ‘say—and upon it rests the question of 
legal ability—whether the promise of one to pay for goods delivered to 
another is an original promise, as to pay for one’s own goods, in which case 
it need not be in writinz; or a promise to pay the debt or guaranty the 
promise of him to whom the goods are delivered, in which case it must be 
in writing. The question generally resolves itself into this: To whom did 
the seller give and wasauthorized to give credit? This is a question of 
fact and notoflaw. If the books of seller show that he charged them to 
the party to whom he delivered them, it Is almost impossible for him to hold 
the other party for it, but ifon the other hand it ia shown that he regarded 
the goods as being sold to the party whom itis desired to hold, but dellv- 
ered them to anotber party and it isso shown on his books,it is not regarded 
asa guaranty, butan original or collateral promise, and would make the 
party liable. In general,a guarantor of a bill ornotets not entitled to 
such strict andexact nutice ax an endorser is entitled to, but only such 
potice asaball save him from actual loss,as he can not make the want of 
notice bis defense unless he can show that it was unreasonably withheid 
and that be suffered thereby. Thereia a marked difference In the effect of 
es guaranty of the “payment,” or of the “collection” ofa debt. Tu the first 
case, the creditorcan lock to the guarantor at any time ; io the Jattr, the 
ereditor must exhaust bi« leval remedies for collecting it,

JNFANTS AND MINORS. 


Ga incapacity of a person to makes valid contract may arise from several 

causes, and the fact of beiug an infunt, or minw, isone of them, The 
general rule of law may be stated as bein, that the contract of an infant or 
minor Js not always void, but is voidable, and in many cases special excep 
tion Is made, giviug validity to their contracts for necessaries. By being 
voidable, but not void in themselyes, means that the Infant has the right to 
disavow and annul the contract, either before or within a reasonable time 
after be reaches his majority. He may do this by word -r!y, but a mere 
acknowledgment that the debt exists is not enough, and it must be aub- 
stantlally a new promise. 


Acencr. 


HERE area few well-settled and important rules of law governing the 
matter of agents and agency, which every business man should under- 
stand thoroughly. The relation of principal and agent implies that the 
principal acts by and throughthe agent. A principalis responsible for the 
actsofthe agent ovly when he bas actually given full authority to the 
agent, or when he has by his words, or his acts, or both, caused or permitted 
the person with whom the agent deals to believe him clothed with this 
authority. This is a point which is not always thoroughly understood, but 
itis a well-settied principle of law. There are two kinds of azents—general 
and special, A general agentisone authorized to represent his principal 
in all his business, or in all his business of a particular kind, and his 
power is limited by the wsual scope and character of the business he is 
empowered to transact. Ifhe is given out as the general agent, the prin- 
cipal is bound, evenif the agent transcends his actual authority, but does 
not go beyond the natural and usual scope of the business. 

On the other hand, a special agent is one authorized todo only a speci- 
fic thing, or a few specified things,or a specified line of work. Ifihis special 
agent exceeds his authority, it may be stated as an almost invariable rule 
that the principal is not bound, because the party dealing with the agent@= 
must inquire for himself and at his own peril, into thg extent and limits of 
the authority giventothe agent. Especially is this the case where the 
party knew that the ageat had been or was engaged in attending toa par 
ticular and specified line of work connected with the businessof the princi- 
pal. The party, however, is not bound by any special reservations or limit 
ations madesecretiy by the principal of which he bad no reasonable or easy 
means of having notice. The authorityo! an agent may be given by the 
principal, by writing or orally, or may be implied from certain acts. Thus 
if a person puts his goods irto the custody of another whose business it is 
to sell such goods, he authorizes the whole world to believe that this person 
bas them for saie; and any person buying them houestly, in this bellef, 
would hold them. [If one, knowing that another had acted as his azent, does 
pot disavow the authority as soon as he conveniently can, but lies by and 
permits a person to go on and deai with the supposed agent, or lose an op- 
portunity of indemnifying himself, this is an adoption and coafirmation of 
the acts of the agent. 

A principal is bound by the acts of an agent even after the revocation 
of his agency, if such revocation has not been made pnblic or is unkaown 
to the party dealing with the agent. An agent can generally be held per- 
gonally liable if he transcends his authority; but this is not the case if the 
party with whom he dealt knew that the authority was transcended. 


Q)RIGIN AND HISTORY OF BANKING. 


bas general, banks may be said to be credit institutions or dealers {n credit. 

Jobo Jay Knox once said that “the exchanges of the modern world are bar- 
ter, effected by the indirect agency of the sxeate systen, and banks and 
bankers are the machinery by which this ia done.’ Metallic inoney and its 
representative, the circulatiag nots, are only the small change of “Trade” 
employed in the settlement of balances and small purchases and payments, 
This fact is illustrated by the operations of the New York clearing house. 
The exchanges have been about 4)),000 millions of dollars during the past 
thirty years while the balances paid in money have only been about 36,000 
ralllions, or about fonr per cent. of the amount of the settlements, 

It has always been claimed that the business of banking originated s 
with the Venetian money changers who displayed thelr wares and moneys 
ou the streets and thus supplied those fa need of change. According tothe 
most eminent authorities the eariiest bank ing institution in Europe was the 
Bank of Venice, which wae founded in 1172, and was based apon a forced 
loanof the government, Funds de Daonttent in iteould be transferred to 
others on the books of the bank at the pleasure of the owner, but they could 
nol be mithiirawa. The perpetual aunuities of the British debt are handled 
ina very himilar manner at the presentday, ‘The Bank of Venice was con- 
tinned until 1797. In MOL, the Bank of Barcelona was formed. Ata pertod 

mucheariier than this, the Jewixh moneydenlers hal tavented what are 
known au “foreign bills of exchange,” but it is anid that this bank was the 
firat fnstitntion that made a business of nevotiating and handling them, 
The Bank of Genoa commenced operation In 1407 and for centuries was one 
of the principal banks of Europe, It was the frat to issue circulating 
Dotes—which were paased only by endorsement, not being payable to 
bearer, 

The Bank of Hamburyz, establinhed tn 1610, was a bank of both depostt 
and circulation based oa fine aliver bars, This bank, like nearly all of 
that early thie, bad, as o prinelpal object, Khe protection of Che prople 
from worn, nweated, clipped and plugged coins, or colme of certaln eme- 
pires that were reduced [natundard value, The remedy generally adopted 
waa tolockup the debawed and depreciated coins and clrealate the eredit 
granted for them, Various other banks sprang into existenes throughout 
Europe, many of them being powerful government avencles, and in many

bonds. ‘These circulating notes are receivable at parin the Cuited States 
inall paymevts exept for duties oo imports, Interest on the publie debt 
aud in redemption of the national curreney, The National banka are ce- 
quired to keep a certain reserve; they ace auihoriaed to loan money at the 
rate of interest allowed by the various Slates— when no rate le teed by the 
laws of the State, the banks way charge 7 per cent. Shareholders are heldg 
individually liable, equably and ratably, for all debts of the association to 
the extent of (he amount of their stock, In addition to the amount invested 
therein. The banks are required, before the declacation of a dividend, to 
earry one-tenth part of their net protits of the preceding half year toa 
surplus fund until the same shall amount to 20 per cent, of the vapital; and 
losses and bad debts must be deducted from net protita before any dividend 
jadeclared, Areceiver mas be appointed by the comptroller to close up 
ander his supervision the affairs of any national bauk which shall fail to 
keep good its lawful money reserve or which may become Insolvent. While 
there have been national bank failures, there has never been any loss to 
the people whatever on the circulation, 
nreofthe charter of a bank if the directors shall knowingly violate the 
law; and in such cases they may be held liable in their individual capacity. 
There are other restrictions in the luw—suchas for instance, the prohibl- 
tion against loaning to any oue borrower of miwre than ten per cent, of the 
capital; or the holding of any real estate except such as is required for 
banking purposes, or the granting of loans upon the secur.ty of the bank 
stock. 

The national bank circulation has been gradually growing less during 
the past ten years, as the United States bonds available are quoted sohigh 
above parand the rate of interest so low that thereis but little profit tothe 
banks init. All of the States have laws regulating State Banks anid provid- 
iugcertain restrictions, but as the laws ofthe various States are not alike it 
is impossibie to give a general description of the matter that would apply to 
alltheStates. The laws, however, provide for and require State banks to 
bold a certain reserve, and at recular intervals they make full statements 
as to their condition and their affairs are examined into by certain State 
officials at frequent intervals, The laws of all the States have reached a 
high degree of perfection in the method of regulating and overseeing State 
banks, and the almost universal soundness and reliability of these insti- 
tutions reflect credit upon the laws under which they exist. 


(CLEARING HOUSE. 


HE Clearing-House isthe place where theexchanges of the banks are 
made in ali the principal cities of the world. The clearing-house sys- 
tem was first established in London about the beginning of the present 
eentury. It was first introduced into this country by the banks of the city 
of New York organizing an association, under the name of the New York 
Clearing House, which commenced operations Oct. 11,1853. At that time it 
consisted of fifty-two banks, but five of them were soon closed because of 
thelr inability to moct its requirements, Clearing Houses have siuce been 
established in nearly all of the principal cities of the continent. 

In all cities a bank receives large amounts of billsof and checks on other 
banks, sothat at the close of each day's business every bank has, in its 
drawers, various sums thus due itby other banks, It is, in like mauner, 
itself the Jebtor of other banks, which have during the day received its bills 
and checks drawn upon it. Prior to the establishment of the clearing- 
house it was necessary for each bank, every morning, to make up its 
account with every other bank, and to send its porter oragentto present the 
bills and checks so received to the debtor banks for payment. The balances 
were adjust d by payments in gold, which became so luborious, dangerous, 
and complicated, that the balances were aettied only weekly instead of 
daily—a plan that resulted in great risk and evil. This was obviated by 
the clearing-house system, through whieh the settlements are so simultane 
ously and quickly effected that in New York the transactions in one singleg 
day have amounted to over $300,000,000,In adjusting which the exchanges were 
settled In the space of an hour, Besides saving a vast amount of work, 
book-keeping and expense, itenabled the hanks by united ald to strengthen 
each other in times of excitement and financial panic 

The foilowing is the manner in which the settlements are made in about 
all the clearing-houses of this country: The clearing-room is provided 
with acontinuous line of desks, one for each bank that Isa memberof the 
association, each desk bearing the name and number of the bank, Each 
bank is represented every morning, at the hour fixed for settlement, by 
two clerks, one a messenger who brings with hi the checks, drafts, ete., 
that his bank has reccived during the day pre HM upon the other banks 
—called the “exchanyes,” and these ace asserted for each bank nnd placed 
in eavelopes. Onthe outside ofeach envelope isn slip on which are listed 
the amounts of the various items which ft containg, The messengers take 
their places ina line outside the row of desks, each opposite the desk ase 
signed to his bank, while at ench desk ix a clerk with asheet coatalning 
the namesof all the banks in the same order ax the desks, with the aggre. 
gate amounts which his bank's messenyer has against each bank, Just 
previous to the hour fixed for making the exc hanges the manager takes bis 
position and calin the honse toorder, Atasignal the bell rings and each 
messenger moves forward to the desk nest Liaawn and delivers the eavel- 
ope containing the checks, etc, for the bank represented at that desk to 
the clerk at thatdesxk, toyether with a printed Iist of the bauks in the samg, 
order, with the a int opposite each bank.
